from Vernal to eastward as far as Denver, Cojorado.In 1964 son Don recieved 

a missionary call to New Zealand.The Heber shop and equipment was sold to 
Broadway Shoe for a new shop in Salt Lake City.And in 1966 Pansy & me had 

a call to serve in the Texas mission.This buisness in Vernal was closed 

and the equipment we delivered to Denver area.a sewing machine, hand tools 

and small repair was kept.Any family repairs needed done is enjoyed by me. 

Pansy has been a great help in many ways doing some repairs when needed.
